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Council tax 
discount 
for victims 
of flooding 


THE council has called on the 
Environment Agency to look into 
exactly why the River Quaggy 
hurst its hanks in Eltham just 
before Christmas, flooding people’s 
homes and making several families 
homeless. 

Letters have already gone out to 
residents who have not been able to 
return to their homes, inviting them 
to apply for a cut in their council tax 
“in recognition of the upheaval and 
disruption to their lives”. 

At a meeting of the full council last 
Wednesday (January 29) councillors 
expressed their “utmost sympathy” for 
the residents affected. They resolved 
to work with them to ensure there 
was adequate redress and assurances 
about future flood prevention from 
the Environment Agency, which is 
responsible for flood control. 

It follows a public meeting with 
representatives of the Environment 
Agency on January 15, where there 
were still unresolved issues about what 
caused the floods. 

Councillors strongly support residents, 
and believe the flooding was the result of 
a build-up of rubbish in the river defence 
system, installed in 2006, which caused 
the Quaggy’s flood defence system to 
fail. 

There was 50mm of rain in 24 hours 
before midnight on December 23.

• The council offers a range of social 
housing including some properties that are 
specifically developed for residents aged 
50 and over to meet an increasing demand 
and to free up larger homes for families on 
the Housing Register. Rather than being 
discriminatory, this policy is recognised 
as good practice by the Government in 
responding to the needs of older people. 

In 201 3, these homes accounted for only 
1 3 per cent of the total lettings and helped 
a number of households affected by the 
welfare reforms to downsize. 


Home improvements have 
affected house sparrows 



CONCERNING your story 
Loss of House Sparrows 
in London (GT Jan 14). 

Many items are written 
about the decline in house 
sparrows but none seem 
to list the most obvious 
reason. I am 77 years old, and 
when I was a youngster nearly 
every house had sparrows nesting under 
the roof. But modern buildings made 
sure this could not happen and many 
old buildings have been double glazed 
and fitted to stop nesting. This created a 
massive decline in house sparrows. It’s 
nothing to do with food supply. On the 
other hand birds nesting in roofs led to 
maggots, rats and mice and on hot days, 
some very unpleasant smells.

• A royal borough spokesman said: "Thanks 


for your letter Mr Franklin, it's fair 
to say that a loss of nesting sites 
such as eaves and hedgerows have 
contributed to the decline in house 
sparrows. Changes in farming methods 
are thought to have affected sparrows 
in rural areas but in towns and cities the 
causes have been more complex, with a 
range of reasons from cats to air pollution and 
pesticides. Thankfully recent research by the 
British Trust for Ornithology seems to suggest 
that the population of sparrows in Britain 
seems to be stabilising. There are several ways 
to help sparrows to flourish including letting 
a part of your garden go wild to encourage 
insects; planting thick vegetation such as ivy 
for sparrows to hide in; installing nest boxes 
as an alternative nesting place; putting a bird 
feeder out and stocking it with seed mix and 
large grains; and regularly cleaning your bird 
feeder to prevent disease."

PRIMARY school pupils 
launched a poignant town 
hall service for Holocaust 
Memorial Day. 

Pupils from Eglinton 
Primary school read their 
own poetry about the horrors, 
pain, suffering and evil of the 
Holocaust. 

They were part of a gathering 
which included royal borough 
councillors, residents, faith 
and community leaders at 
Woolwich Town Hall last 
Monday (January 27). 

Royal borough Mayor, Cllr 
Angela Cornforth introduced 
the annual event which 
this year had the theme of 
journeys. 

She also paid tribute to 
Holocaust survivor Gertrude 
Evans from Charlton who 
sadly died last year. 

In an emotional recollection 
of his own family’s 
experiences, local resident 
Frank Lerner spoke about his 
family history which keeps the 
Holocaust deeply imprinted 
on his mind. 

He told how hatred and 
racism affected his family, 
including his mother’s journey 
growing up in Europe on the 
cusp of the Second World 
War and the pain of losing

his father, who was killed in 
action fighting the Nazis in 
1944. 

Mr Lerner also told of the 
unimaginable sadness of 
his mother’s bid to trace 
her family after the war and 
finding out that they had been 
murdered in the Holocaust. 

He told GT: “History is 
important because as human 
beings we must learn from 
history and Holocaust 
Memorial Day is one of those 
events that will help us to do 
that.” 

Gerald Rose, of the Catford 
and Bromley Synagogue, said: 
“Journeys of the Holocaust 
were horrific and often led 
to death. The importance of 
today is to journey into the 
future and cry ‘never again’.” 

The Rev Mike Leader, Dean 
of the royal borough, closed 
the event with a prayer and 
spoke of the importance of 
honouring the survivors of the 
Holocaust and their journey. 

He said: “It is a time for 
everyone to pause and reflect, 
to remember everyone who 
has had their lives destroyed 
by genocide.”

Woman fined for spending 
a penny in Woolwich alley 


THE royal borough 
has brought its first 
prosecution against 
someone urinating in the 
street. 

A woman was fined 
£400 and ordered to 
pay £200 towards the 
prosecution costs by 
Bexley Magistrates on 
January 27. 

The woman, who came 
from Camberwell, was 
observed urinating in 
Myrtle Alley next to Boots 
in Hare Street, Woolwich, 
at about 11.35am on July 
3 last year. 

She was approached by a 


town centre warden who 
warned her that she was 
committing an offence 
under the Environmental 
Protection Act 1990. 

She was issued with a 
£75 fixed penalty notice, 
which would be reduced 
to £50 if paid within ten 
days. 

However, she appealed 
against the fixed penalty 
notice on July 12 but 
this was rejected and 
council officials decided 
to prosecute. 

The borough is currently 
processing three fixed 
penalty notices for 


spitting and two for 
urinating. 

Cllr MaureenO’ Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for environment 
and community safety, 
said: “Royal borough 
town centre wardens are 
warranted to issue fixed 
penalty notices to those 
observed urinating or 
spitting. 

“There have been quite 
a few complaints in this 
part of Woolwich and we 
hope this case underlines 
the message that this kind 
of anti-social behaviour 
will not be tolerated.”

The normal average rainfall to be 
expected for the whole of a December is 
an average of 60mm. 

Now the council wants the Environment 
Agency to urgently produce a full report 
in response to questions about the 
design of the River Quaggy flood defence 
system. 

They also want to know full details 
of a December 23 inspection of a river 
trash screen. There are concerns that 
equipment was not in place to remove a 
build up of debris from the previous day 
and that removed rubbish left at the side 


of the culvert was responsible for the 
water build up. 

Cllr Peter Brooks, the royal borough’s 
deputy leader, said: “Despite a meeting 
with Environment Agency reps, we are 
still unclear as to the exact cause of the 
flooding and are calling for a full and 
thorough investigation into the precise 
cause of the flood so that measures can 
be put in place to prevent future flooding. 
In the meantime, we are making contact 
with residents who are still unable to 
go back to their homes to offer them a 
reduction in their council tax.”

Police campaign calls for improved home security

COMMUNITY safety 
experts are leading a new 
campaign to help residents 
improve the security of 
their homes and cars. 

Police and royal borough 
officers are offering advice 
and crime prevention tips 
in a bid to reduce burglaries 
and thefts from cars. 

Among the guidance, people 
are being reminded to lock 
up their property, not to leave 
windows open or to have 
valuables on show when they 
park their cars. 

Householders are also being 
asked to be extra cautious 
of doorstep salesmen and 
tradesmen offering to carry 
out repairs or maintenance to 
their homes. 

Other advice for when people 
are out and about is to keep 
purses, wallets and phones out 
of sight in an inside pocket, 
and wear handbags across 
your body with the flap facing 
you. 

The new crime prevention 
drive follows particular 
concern for elderly and infirm 
residents who are falling 
victim to distraction thieves 
and cons from cold callers. 

Residents are being urged 
to keep an eye on vulnerable 
neighbours and the police 
and council trading standards 
officers are set to launch a new 
nominated neighbour scheme. 

The scheme means vulnerable 
residents can appoint a 
‘nominated neighbour’ to act 
as a go between to help check 


whether unexpected callers are 
genuine. 

Local people who want 
more information about the 
scheme or have concerns about 
doorstep callers can call trading 
standards for an immediate 
response on 020 8921 8223. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mike Balcombe, a Plumstead- 
based officer with 20 years’ 


experience, who leads 
detectives in Greenwich, said: 
“There are some very simple 
and easy steps that anyone can 
take to protect their homes and 
personal property. 

“The advice we are giving 
is easy to follow and I would 
urge everyone to take note and 
implement some basic crime 
prevention measures. 


“It can make it harder for 
criminals to target you and 
significantly decrease the 
chances of becoming a victim 
of crime.” 

The initiative comes as the 
borough commander Richard 
Wood gave his latest report 
to the council outlining crime 
was at a five-year low. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community safety 
and enforcement, said: “It is 
not enough to think ‘it won’t 
happen to me’. 

“Everyone needs to be 
more aware that there are 
people out there who get up 
every morning with the sole 
intention of breaking into 
other people’s homes and 
stealing their possessions, or 
tricking them. 

“There’s a lot of work going 
on out there to encourage 
people to act, but it’s mainly 
down to people’s vigilance and 
we urge people to ensure doors 
and windows are secure and 
that valuables are not on show 
in cars. 

“We want anyone who has 
concerns for their own safety, 
or the safety of a friend or 
neighbour, to get in touch. 

“We can then arrange for 
a council officer, Trading 
Standards or one of our police 
colleagues to pay a visit to give 
advice and help.”

DETECTIVES are appealing 
for information after bogus 
police officers tricked their 
way into an Eltham house 
and committed a burglary.

'Mystery shoppers' 
assess NHS services 
across the borough

STUDENTS in Greenwich have 
helped to ensure health services are 
welcoming to young people. 

Posing as ‘mystery shoppers’, young 
people visit places such as youth 
hubs, children’s centres, GP practices, 
pharmacies and sexual health clinics 
to assess them for the You’re Welcome 
programme. 

It has been run by the royal borough 
since 2008 in partnership with the NHS. 

So far the ‘young person friendly’ award 
has been achieved by 66 health service 
providers - the highest number in any 
London borough. 

The youngsters mark services for 
accessibility, training, skills, attitudes 
and values of staff and how successfully 
they address issues for young people. 

Hannah Alii, 17, who attends Corelli 
College, told GT: “It’s fun, you get to meet 
new people and learn about how to look 
after yourself as a young person. 

“We visit various health services and 
ask questions to them to make sure that 
they are friendly towards young people.” 

Hazell Pacey, 21, who attends Greenwich 
Community College, added: “If health 
services aren’t accessible to young people 
then they won’t get important advice.” 

Young people involved also develop 
their own confidence and skills. Isatou 
Jayne, 16, a Corelli College student,

Seven local arrests made in Lon 


SEVEN people were arrested when officers from 
the borough's Domestic Violence Intervention 
Team (DVIT) took part in London-wide swoop 
on suspected domestic violence offenders. 

The team, based at Plumstead Police Station, 
joined a 4,500 police task force on Thursday 
(January 23) for the Met's day of action, called 
Operation Big Wing. 

Officers, supported by specially-trained 
colleagues, were targeted to pursue and 
bring dangerous and prolific domestic abuse 


offenders to justice, so helping to end the 
suffering of victims. 

Latest statistics show domestic abuse offences 
are up 8.9 per cent in the capital with 37,349 
offences recorded between last April and 
January 1 2 this year. This compares with 34,298 
offences recorded for the same period in the 
previous year. 

Meanwhile, a range of domestic abuse 
awareness activities are taking place across 
all London 32 boroughs. They include stalls

Challenge abusive behaviour 


THE Her Centre's Domestic Violence Advocacy 
Service works with women at high risk 
providing emotional and practical support for 
victims of domestic and sexual violence, abuse 
and rape. 

Advisors can help victims with a safety plan, 
support them through the court system, arrange 
emergency housing and deal permanent 
housing and benefit issues. 

It also runs tailor-made counselling sessions and 
therapeutic support for groups and one-to-one. 
The centre jointly runs a weekly drop in at 
Brookhill Children's centre on Fridays from 1 0am 
-1 2pm with Housing for Women, the Tryangle 


Project and Hudgells and Partner solicitors 
where victims can get advice including free legal 
advice. Her Centre advocates are also available 
for three days at week by appointment at 
Plumstead police station. 

Her Centre director Stacy Smith said: "It's really 
important to raise awareness particularly 
with the general public. Often women feel 
very isolated but if more and more people are 
recognising abusive behaviour, challenging it 
and supporting the victims, it's got to improve 
the lives of people experiencing it."

A helpline to safety 


FUNDING from the campaign means 
that an advice line now has extra staff so 
that it can take more calls, while a new 
website offers 24-hour information. 

Both services give people vital links to 
the help they need. 

The referral and advice line is open 
from 1 0am to 4pm, Monday to Friday. 
Outside of these hours there is an 
answerphone so callers can leave 
messages and referral details. The advice 
line and website are run by housing 
charity Housing for Women as part of its 
Greenwich Domestic Violence and Abuse 
(GDVA) Service, which also runs advice 
sessions at Plumstead Police Station. The 
GDVA service also manages five refuges 
across the borough along with providing 
support for women who want to stay 
in their homes. The support is provided 
through both one-to-one sessions and 
group workshops on topics including: 
domestic violence awareness, money 
and debt management, benefits advice, 
mental and physical health, parenting 
skills and support with employment and 
education. Women can also be referred 
to other agencies for specialist support. 
"Both the advice line and the website 
can help victims as well as concerned 


family, friends and professionals seeking 
information or advice on what to do in 
cases of domestic abuse," said Judith 
Banjoko, services manager with Housing 
for Women. She stressed: "If a woman 
calls for the first time, it's important that 
she gets to talk to somebody as it might 
be the only time she feels brave enough 
or has access to the phone. Some 
women just want somebody to listen 
and believe what's happening. Others 
want help to define the nature of abuse 
or to talk through their options and all 
calls are treated confidentially. 

" The additional funding means we have 
greater capacity to deal with more calls. 
Our dedicated advice workers often take 
repeat calls from some women building 
a trusting relationship which can often 
give the woman the strength to leave 
their abusive partner. The workers are 
skilled and experienced and hold a 
wealth of local knowledge that makes 
all the difference to the service we can 
offer."

And we want everyone to know 
they can do something if they are 
worried a friend, relative, neighbour 
or stranger may be suffering domestic 
violence or abuse.” 

Dr Lee said: “As a GP in Greenwich, 


I am acutely aware of the significant 
impact domestic violence has, not 
only for the victim but also the 
children. We are in full support of this 
campaign and working together with 
our partners to arrive at a healthier 
and safer Greenwich.” 

Supt David McLaren said: “As a 
partnership we are reaching out 
to provide a more supportive and 
sustained approach to assist victims 
through prosecution, or to make the 
life changing decisions to allow them 
to escape abusive relationships. 

“We have a dedicated team of 
officers who will do all they can to 
support victims and because we know 
that domestic abuse is consistently 
under-reported, we work hard with 
our partners to support victims, 
increase reporting and put offenders 
before the courts.” 
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Ion-wide police operation 


at busy transport hubs and shopping areas, 
with Community Safety Unit officers and 
independent experts on domestic violence 
on hand to give information and advice. 
Police officers are also being given awareness 
training, and Safer Schools officers are going 
into schools to give presentations about 
domestic violence. 

Since it started operating last September, 
the DVIT team has already worked with 163 
high-risk victims, carried out more than 500 


enforcement visits, and secured 22 non- 
molestation orders. 

The main way of measuring the success of 
the borough's campaign is by how many 
victims suffer repeat attacks. This has already 
improved, with the rate falling from nearly 
28 per cent to just under 25 per cent in five 
months. Compared with other boroughs. Royal 
Greenwich has gone from having the third 
highest rate of repeat offences in London to the 
1 9th highest rate over the same period.

MUM of three Anne-Marie has turned her 
life around after 1 7 years in an abusive 
marriage. 

The 45-year-old from Woolwich now 
volunteers for the Her Centre working as a 
motivational speaker encouraging other 
women out of abusive situations. 

She said: "I'd been in an abusive relationship 
for 1 7 years and changed my whole persona 
to become a subservient woman. I left many 
times but I always went back because of the 
children." 

As a young mum she was in and out 
of refuges and even moved away to 


Canterbury before coming back to London 
in 2004. 

When the family's troubles came to light 
at her daughter's school, Anne-Marie was 
referred to a number of support agencies 
including the Her Centre in Woolwich, which 
provides emotional and practical support for 
female victims of domestic violence, abuse 
and rape. 

With three years of counselling and 
practical support she says: "I thought 
domestic violence was only about a 
beating but there's financial, emotional and 
psychological bullying. The Her Centre really 


helped me. Everybody is really friendly and 
no one judges you. I've got my confidence 
back and I'm seeing a future for myself." 

Since her divorce in 2007 family 
relationships have improved all round and 
she explained: "He has remarried and moved 
on and our relationship is better. I'm not 
scared of him and I'm more in control. I've 
forgiven him and moved on - 1 can't hold 
bitterness. Our relationship was rubbish 
but he dotes on his kids and he sees them 
regularly." 

Anne-Marie, who has two girls aged 1 8 and 


1 3 and a nine-year-old son, is happy to back 
the council's domestic violence campaign 
by speaking about her life and said: "I'll do 
anything to raise awareness. A lot of people 
are not aware of the help that's available and 
it's good that both men and women know 
they are not alone, there's no shame and it's 
not the victim's fault." 

She added: "Domestic violence usually 
happens behind closed doors and people 
may hear it but they don't know what to do. 
Having the helpline and the website means 
there's always somewhere they can go to."

BIDDING FOR PROPERTIES 

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order. 

Please note that there will still be some properties with age 
restrictions so only people of this age group can apply for these. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes.

of work into customer services 
and being welcoming. We’ve 
seen a really big uplift generally 
on the back of the refurbishing,” 
he added. 

Sam is keen that staff interact 
with customers when they 
use the pool and its 50ft slide, 
which was packed after being 
refurbished last summer. 

During half-term in February, 
staff will be dressing up as 
Waterfront mascots pool side 
for fun sessions. 

Susan Conway from 
Plumstead, said she had 
noticed huge differences when 
she submitted feedback to 
staff at the centre, run by the 
royal borough’s leisure partner 
Greenwich Leisure Ltd.

AN £800,000 facelift 
has boosted new 
memberships at the 
Waterfront Leisure 
Centre to almost record 
levels. 

The gym, pool, changing 
rooms have all been 
updated - and customers 
have seen the benefits. 

New members joining in 
January have reached 550, 
compared to 412 last year. 

In the changing rooms, 
fixtures and fittings like
